Germany Must Get O f f Allied Soil 
Before U. S. Will Consider Peace 


1,000 CAPTIVES 


London, Oct. 9—British troops have entered 
Cambrai, Field Marshal Haig reported today. 
The armies of Gen. Byng and Gen. Rawlinson 
renewed their attack this morning. 
More than 8,000 prisoners and many guns 
were taken in yesterday’s operations on this front. 


London, Oct. 9—British, French and Ameri­ 
cans, resuming their attack in the St. Quentin- 
Camhrai region this morning, extended the fight­ 
ing over a front of about thirty miles, embracing 
the sector north of Cambrai. Rapid progress was 
made everywhere. Field Marshal Haig, in report­ 
ing these operations today announced that Cana­ 
dian troops had captured Rambles, two miles 
northeast of Cambrai. 
French and American troops, in their attack 
east of the Meuse, have advanced six kilometers 
(more than 3 miles and a half) in some places.

PRESIDENT WILSON’S REPLY TO 
GERMANY 


W ashington. Oct. 9.— A m erica's reply to G erm an y ’s peace p ro ­ 
posal, presented to th e C h a rg e

“ S ir: 
I have th e honor to acknowledge, on behalf of the P re s i­ 
dent, y o u r note of O ctober <>, inclosing th e com m unication fro m the 
G erm an G overnm ent to th e P resid en t; and I am instructed by th e 
P resid en t to request you to m ak e the following com m unication to the 
Im perial G erm an C h a n ce llo r: 
“ ‘B efore m aking reply to tho request 
of the G erm an g o v e rn ­ 
m ent, and in -order th a t th a t reply shall he as candid and s tr a i g h tf o r ­ 
w ard as lilt* m om entous in te re sts involved require, the President of the 
I m ted S ta te s deem s it necessary to assu re him self of the exact m e an ­ 
ing of the note of the Im p eria l Chancellor. 


“ ‘Does the Im perial C hancellor mean th a t the Im perial G erm an 
G overnm ent accents th e te rm s laid down by th e P resident in his a d ­ 
d ress to th e C ongress of th e U nited S tate s on th e 8th of J a n u a ry last, 
and in subsequent ad d resses an d that its object in en terin g into d is­ 
cussions would he only to a g re e upon the p ractical details of th e ir a p ­ 
plication? 
“ ‘ flic P resident feels hound to say w ith re g a rd to the su g g estio n 
ut an arm istice that he would not feel at liberty to propose a cessation 
ol a rm s to th e G o v ern m e n ts with which the G overnm ent of the U nited 
S ta te s is associated ag ain st the C entral P ow ers so long as the arm ies 
of those Pow ers are upon th e ir soil. 
“ ‘T he good faith of an y discussion would

to 
w ithdraw 
th e ir forces everyw here from invaded te rrito ry . 
“ ‘T h e P resident also feels th a t he is justified in asking w h e th ­ 
er the Im perial C hancellor is speaking m erely for the constituted 
a u th o rities of the e m p ire w ho have so fa r conducted the w ar.

R O B E R T L A N SIN G .” 


Washington, Oct. 9—President Wilson will 
probably go before congress to cast further light 
upon the position he took in his inquiry to the Ger- 
tnan Prince Max, as soon as the latter replies. 
The White House view point on the Wilson 
query was elucidated thus: 
The inquiry does not hind President Wilson 
to any special course. It is distinctly an inquiry, 
not a reply to Prince Max’s peace offers; and it 
will clear a way for the President to make a fit­ 
ting reply as soon as he knows for certain whether 
Germany wants peace on his terms or is merely 
making an insincere peace move. 
Particular attention was called to the fact 
that among the President’s peace terms are com­ 
plete freeing of Russia, Belgium, occupied France 
and reparation of the wrongs of Alsace-I^orraine. 
Also there is a distinct emphasis upon the fact 
that self-determination shall be the governing 
factor in territorial alignments. 
The president felt that a curl answer would 
have served as ammunition to the Teuton war 
lords to stimulate the peoples of Germany and 
Austria to fresh efforts under the guise of self- 
defense. As the matter now stands, Germany 
knows clearly that complete evacuation of occu­ 
pied territory must be the preliminary to any 
peace move. The German leaders are told they 
must show their true colors, not alone to the world 
but to their own people.

It will be interesting to see how the | 
two loans are welcomed in the two j 
countries. 
The German loan, like its predecess- j 
ors is called a “ Victory Loan. * 
In | 
view of the present military .situation, 
that title must sound to the weary 
and disheartened German people like 
a piece of hitter irony. 
It would be difficult to imagine two 
loans offered to two nations 
under 
more strikingly different conditions. 
In America, victory is in 
the air. 
There is an atmosphere of enthus­ 
iasm and a conviction of absolute sue-1 
cess. 
We have begun to play our • 
part in the war, 
and it

proved a triumphant and 
decisive 
part. 
We have beaten the Germans j 
in every clash. Our powers are wax- j 
in g as theirs wane. 
Our allies now
